City officials in other com¬ 
munities have taken a tho¬ 
rough approach in examing 
such charter schools, we wish 
Romulus city officials would 
have done the same, a frus¬ 
trated Bedell stated. 

Bedell felt that the council 
could have given the Romulus 
School District “some time to 
react to the planned opening 
of the K-5th grade facility by 
challenging the academy on 
traffic and quality of construc¬ 
tion issues.” 

Bedell calls the Romulus 
School District one of the most 
outstanding in the state based 
on its technology, class size 
and scope of programs aimed

Will the nine member (eight 
voting member) Michigan Haz¬ 
ardous Waste Site Review 
Board vote tonight on the Cit- 
rin Drive project advanced by 
Environmental Disposal Sys¬ 
tems? 

It appeared they were ready 
last month - when State De¬ 
partment of Environmental 
Quality official Steve Sliver 
warned that he didn’t think 
they had finished their home¬ 
work on the project. 

But Sliver admitted that the 
SRB is not under his control 
and can vote tonight if they 
wish. 

But the board’s decision is 
advisory only ... and if they 
vote in opposition to the envi¬ 
ronmental deepwell project, 
he reminds local residents, 
they must list in detail why 
they oppose the hazardous 
waste storage and treatment 
facility. 

Sliver is expected to ad¬ 
dress the SRB at the start of 
the meeting tonight...and he 
stated last week if they under¬ 
stand his message there very 
well could be another meeting 
on March 21. 

Anti-deepwell forces in¬ 
cluding two members of the 
SRB -- Cameron Priebe and 
Edward Boike both of Taylor - 
are pressing for a vote as soon 
as possible. 

Boike is serving as Wayne 
County’s representative on the 
SRB, while Priebe is the Ro¬ 
mulus representative. 

At the last meeting in Feb¬ 
ruary they garnered a 5-3 ma¬ 
jority to cut off future 
testimony, but delayed any po¬ 
tential final vote until at least 
tonight. 

Having lost one crucial SRB 
member because of business 
pressures, a small possibility 
exists that a tie vote 44 could 
occur. 

The question would then be 
what would that vote mean in 
passing out any recommenda¬ 
tion to DEQ Director Russell J. 
Harding. 

Harding is slated to make 
that final decision in June, fol¬ 
lowing a final DEQ public 
hearing sometime in May at

No other designated peti¬ 
tion locations have been listed 
at this time. 

The petitions have grown 
out of concerns such as charter 
schools and deepwell projects, 
city officials said. 

The petition states “the leg¬ 
islature shall enact no law on 
or after March 1, 2000 that in¬ 
tervenes or increases the 
scope of its intervention in the 
municipal concerns, property 
or government of a city “ un¬ 
less backed by two thirds of 
both houses of state govern¬ 
ment.

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What I have learned in public school

Being your public school board 
trustee for four years has taught 
me a few things about how the 
government run school system 
works. Many people believe that 
the public school system in this 
country is a dismal failure. That is 
not true. 

When I ran for trustee, 1 was 
an outspoken critic about many fi¬ 
nancial aspects of our current sys¬ 
tem. I felt I could not support a 


huge millage increase when so 
much of our budget was being 
wasted. From a common sense 
citizens perspective, it doesn’t 
take a genius to recognize that 
cutting the grass and shoveling 
snow should not cost $30.00 per 
hour, which is what it costs our 
district 

It doesn’t take a lot of studying 
to learn that privatizing services 
like transportation saves a lot of 
money because big transportation 
firms have economies of scale 
working for them, and it takes a

huge burden off administrative 
staff, who should be concentrating 
on educational improvements, 
not building empires. 

From a private businessman’s 
perspective, I know something 
about what health benefits cost, 
and I knew our school system’s 
costs were way out of line. Our 
district hired a benefits consul¬ 
tant who told us the same thing. 
Yet we continue with the wasteful 
MESSA health system, and be¬ 
cause of it our district will face 
higher than average rate increas¬ 
es for the foreseeable future. 

I naively thought that if I shed 
a little light on some of the deci¬ 
sions we make in our school sys¬ 
tem, that I could improve things. I 
had hoped we could start promot¬ 
ing people on the basis of what 
they know, instead of who they 
know. I thought parents could be 
given a voice in what they wanted 
their school system to be, instead 
of having to follow what educrats 
and union bosses told them it had 
to be. 

Virtually every study on stu¬ 
dent performance proves one 
thing; student outcomes correlate 
most strongly with parental in¬ 
volvement Even dire economic 
situations can be overcome, when 
parental involvement is strength¬ 
ened. But what I have learned 
about public schools is that there 
is no room for the reforms that I 
mentioned above, which would 
improve education and account¬ 
ability to the public. 

The public school system does 
very well, as I said, at what it has 
become, a vast employment and 
money distribution machine, with 
the side benefit of controlling hu¬ 
man thought Spending on public 
education is up over 450% since 
1970. Where does the money go? 
It supports a host of teacher col¬ 
leges, colossal book publishing 
companies, employee union boss¬ 
es on huge salaries, a myriad of 
educational associations with 
their private armies of lawyers 
and lobbyists, construction com¬ 
panies, the pizza-burger supply 
industry, and so on and so on and 
so oa As you can imagine, with so 
may other interests at stake, real 
education is only ancillary. And 
NO amount of money and NO 
amount of employees will EVER 
be enough. 

So what chance does a lowly 
school board member have 
against such a system? Have you 
ever heard of a public school 
board member who stood out 
above others for some special re¬ 
form, which they instituted?

Ever? Have you heard of many 
public schools that have dared to 
break the mold and become rec¬ 
ognized as a super supplier of in¬ 
telligent beings? We hear of an oc¬ 
casional educator who sets them¬ 
selves apart through extra effort 
above and beyond the call of duty 
-we probably all know of some 
very special teachers. But did 
their unique ways of educating 
carry over beyond their retire¬ 
ment? More likely, they burned 
out long before they left. 

On the educational front, to¬ 
day’s schools vary widely from 
those of 30 years ago. The lessons 
in today’s classroom have very lit¬ 
tle to do with reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. We teach students 
to be frightened of free markets, 
robotic in their thoughts, and de¬ 
serving of dependence on govern¬

I thank all of the people who 
supported me four years ago to 
get me elected, and those that 
have continued to support me 
through the years. As I said, I 
have learned a lot Unfortunately 
my biggest lesson is that a local 
school board trustee can not do 
much to stop the tide of incoming 
foreign students who continue to 
beat out our students for the top 
jobs. I’m afraid you’re going to see 
a lot more foreign doctors when 
you visit the hospital, and a lot 
more unpronounceable last 
names in the engineering depart¬ 
ments at Fords. Students from 
Asia and the Middle East will con¬ 
tinue to outnumber our students 
on the Microsoft campus, for 
quite a few years to come. 

I do not wish to sound hope¬ 
less. America has always bounced 
back from catastrophe, and I 
know we will recover from our 
mis-steps on the educational sys¬ 
tem we have developed. The 
movement is already afoot and I 
intend to do what I can to support 
its progress in whatever form it 
takes. 

I am deeply committed to a 
group I started, to gather school 
board leaders from the public, 
private, and charter school, sec¬ 
tors across Michigan. The Michi¬ 
gan School Board Leaders Associ¬ 
ation is progressing well. Often 
when you begin an organization 
you don’t know what it will ulti¬ 
mately become. A big part of the 
interest in MSBLA is from charter 
school leaders who want to design 
governance systems that will pro¬ 


tect their uniqueness. They use 
our organization and draw upon 
our members with public school 
experience to learn what not to 
do in setting up their structures. 

I believe, as a rapidly growing 
number of reformers from across 
the country do, that the answer is 
simply to give responsibility back 
to the parents in choosing the 
type of education they want for 
their child. Parents have em¬ 
braced choice wherever they are 
able. Every charter school in the 
state has a waiting list. Home¬ 
schooling continues to expand. 

I am not in this to change the 
educational model from what oth¬ 
ers think works to what I think 
works. The energy of the reform 
movement underway is from the 
fact that it takes all comers. If par¬ 
ents want schools that concen¬ 
trate on traditional education 
they should have the freedom to 
choose it If they desire a school 
with strong association to reli¬ 
gious belief, they should have the 
ability to select that avenue. If 
they believe a sibling would bene¬ 
fit from a school which stresses 
early vocational training, or has a 
well developed music program, 
they should have that option 
available to them, no matter what 
their income level. 

In the arena of competition 
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bad or unsafe schools won’t last 
Under today’s design, they never 
go away. Obviously, accountability 
is automatic when you have 
choices. The power brokers in the 
education machine are facing op¬ 
position on several fronts. Very 
soon, they will be forced to let our 
children go. 

I will continue to support the 
Kids First! Yes! voucher initiative. 
I have seen the Milwaukee vouch¬ 
er system first hand, and the com¬ 
petition from vouchers has 
worked wonders in their school 
system. 

I will continue to support ef¬ 
forts to eliminate the current cap 
on the number of charter schools. 
There is no valid reason for its de¬ 
nial. The holdup is from the status 
quo, scared of losing its power 

I will continue to support 
homeschooling, and private 
schools, wherever they are threat¬ 
ened. 

My choice to not run for school 
board reelection is not because I 
have abandoned my reasons for 
running in the first place. On the 
contrary, I just figured out I was 
fighting on the wrong battlefield, 
in a war that still has a long way to 
run

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Two week suspension 
not enough for gambling 


Controversy continues to toss its ugly 
wrench into the wheels that run city gov¬ 
ernment in Westland. Last week it was re¬ 
vealed through an investigation by Fbx 2 
Problem Solvers, that longtime Westland 
Friendship Director and city employee 
Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek was spending 
part of her work day gambling at the Mo¬ 
tor City Casino. 

A week before that, DDA chairperson, 
Kim Shunkwiler was unceremoniously 
canned when it came time for reappoint¬ 
ment because he had the gall to support 
the Mayor’s opponent in the last election. 
Despite many city improvement plans in 
the works the civic-minded chiropractor 
was told to hit the road. 

And then there is the ongoing saga of 
fired city clerk Pat Gibbons. Supporters of 
Gibbons continue to pack city hall decry¬ 
ing favoritism. Although turned down by 
guess who, City Council, petitioners plan 
to put a proposal on the ballot that would 
elect Westland’s clerk instead of the cur¬ 
rent system where the clerk is appointed 
by the city council. Those same support¬ 
ers are attempting to gather signatures to 
recall the four council people that voted 
for Gibbons’ dismissal. 

It’s no wonder that those wheels haven’t 
grinded to a halt Mayor Robert Thomas, 
who has largely remained above the fray, 
acted swiftly after viewing the Fox 2 tape 
that shows Kozorosky-Wiacek gambling. 
He slapped a two week suspension with¬ 
out pay on Kozorosky-Wiacek and a one 
week suspension on the driver of the city 
vehicle, Mike Sigworth that escorted Ko¬ 
zorosky-Wiacek and part-time city worker 
Nancy Guaetta to The casino. 

Although Kozorosky-Wiacek has served 
the city well for nearly 30-years, a two 
week suspension hardly seems adequate. 
The director that makes nearly $72,000 a 
year, ought to know this type of behavior is 
unacceptable. A more appropriate action 
would have been to suspend Kozorosky- 
Wiacek without pay for at least a month. 
The two week suspension is nothing more 
than a slap on the wrist 

One might even make a case that the 
embarrassment Kozorosky-Wiacek caused 


the City was 
much worse 
than the in¬ 
efficiencies 
that suppos¬ 
edly led to 
the dismissal 
of clerk, Pat Gibbons. Gibbons was fired 
by the council. Kozorosky-Wiacek was 
slapped on the wrist by the Mayor. Might 
the discrepancy in punishment be related 
to the unfailing allegiance Kozorosky- 
Wiacek possesses for the Mayor and. 
Council? My guess is it certainly does. 

It is only March and 2000 has wrought 
more controversy on Westland politics 
than any whole election year. And the pic¬ 
ture gets darker, Expect the elected clerk 
proposition to get on the next ballot. 
There is .no good reason, in my opinion, to 
have the clerk beholden to the City Coun¬ 
cil. Let’s take the politics out of this posi¬ 
tion, and have a true, autonomous clerk’s 
office like must of the city’s around us. 

Expect the recall movement to contin¬ 
ue to press for the heads of Griffin, Cox. 
James and Scott Sharon Scott is first up 
on the platter. Recall proponents feel she 
is the most susceptible to recall and plan 
to get her name on the ballot as soon as 
possible. It will be interesting to see how 
this plays out but if past elections serve as 
a guide, Thomas with the help of Ko- 
zorosky-Wiacek’s senior citizens, will be 
able to enlist enough supporters to turn 
back any recall attempts. 

A more foreboding issue that voters will 
face in May, is a one mil increase for the 
incinerator shared by several communi¬ 
ties, Westland being the largest Westland 
residents are being asked to foot the bill to 
keep this process operating even though 
competing landfills charge, much less for 
the same service. The problem is the City 
is locked in to a long term contract How 
voters will react to this issue remains to 
be seen, but my guess is it will be an ex¬ 
tremely tumultuous election when voters 
finally catch wind of the issue. 

But then again, controversy is only nor¬ 
mal in Westland politics.

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Retaliation against whistleblower was wrong 


Hundreds of protesters have 
raised a hue and cry over the 
Westland City Council’s 4-3 deci¬ 
sion not to re-appoint Pat Gibbons 
as city clerk, but they have all 
missed the point: the vote against 
her may have been illegal. 

This will come as a surprise to 
supporters of the drive to recall 
Council President Trav Griffin 
and council members David Cox, 
David James, and Sharon Scott, 
the four members who voted 
against Gibbons’s re-appointment 

Though the recall supporters 
were spurred into action by the 
degrading way that Gibbons, an 
at-will employee, was put on paid 
leave, booted out of her office, 
and stripped of her city hall keys 
by Griffin and Cox, the supporters 
acknowledge the council majori¬ 
ty’s right to let go of an at-will em¬ 
ployee. 

While it’s true that the city’s 
charter empowers the council to 
appoint the clerk and for the clerk 
to serve at the council’s will, there 
are limitations. 

While there are a few ab¬ 
solutes in America, such as death, 
taxes, and potholes, there are usu¬ 
ally limitations. 

For example, under the Open 
Meetings Act citizens are entitled 
to speak at city council meetings. 
But as Council President Griffin 
has proven, this right has been 
limited by our friends the judges 
to the right of reasonable speech. 
In Westland, this means a citizen 
can speak for two minutes with a 
one-minute grace period. 

Similarly, judges have limited 
what can be done to an at-will em¬ 
ployee if that employee, like Gib¬ 
bons, is a whistleblower 

Under section two of the state’s 
Whistleblowers’ Protection Act: 
“an employer shall not dis¬ 



charge, threaten, or otherwise 
discriminate against an employee 
regarding the employee’s com¬ 
pensation, terms, conditions, loca¬ 
tion, or privileges of employ¬ 
ment because the employee, or a 
person acting on behalf of the 
employee, reports or is about to 
report, verbally or in writing, a 
violation or a suspected viola¬ 
tion of a law or regulation or rule 
promulgated pursuant to law of 
this state, a political subdivision 
of this state, or the United States 
to a public body, unless the em¬ 
ployee knows that the report is 
false, or because an employee is 
requested by a public body to 
participate in an investigation, 
hearing, or inquiry held by that 
public body, or a court action.” 

As followers of the Gibbons 
brouhaha know, Gibbons blew her 
whistle on Griffin and Cox last 
year for printing election cam¬ 
paign literature on clerk’s office 
stationary. 

Less known was the other time 
that Gibbons blew her whistle. 

It happened when Gibbons 
took office and conducted an in¬ 
ventory. The inventory revealed 
that an expensive laptop comput¬ 
er was missing from the clerk’s of¬ 
fice. Gibbons blew her whistle 
and the incident was reported to 
Westland police, but, I’m told, a 
reluctant council majority decid¬ 
ed not to press the police for an 
all-out investigation. 

While I’m still trying to find out 
which council members resisted 


Councilmen Glenn Anderson and 
Richard LeBlanc’s efforts to pur¬ 
sue the loss or possible theft of 
the computer, we do know who 
Gibbons blew the whistle on for 
the stationary caper Griffin and 
Cox. 

Since she blew her whistle on 
Griffin and Cox, the pair may not 
have had a right to retaliate 
against her further employment 
under the Whistleblowers’ Pro¬ 
tection Act 

Because of the pair’s apparent 
conflict of interest arising from 
Gibbons’s grievance against them, 
it could be argued that they had 
no right to vote either way on Gib¬ 
bons’ re-appointment once Gib¬ 
bons had been renominated in 
February. 

Unfortunately, nobody asked 
City Attorney Angelo Plakas to 
consider whether Griffin and Cox 
had the right to place Gibbons on 
paid leave under the Whistle¬ 
blowers’ Protection Act Plakas 
was merely asked if they had the 
right to do it under the Open 
Meetings Act and city’s charter. 

Consequently, Plakas will prob¬ 
ably give citizens the right answer 
to the wrong question, wrongly 
implying that Gibbons was treat¬ 
ed justly, if not decently. 

If I were a Gibbons supporter, I 
would come to the next city coun¬ 
cil meeting with a whistle, and 
blow it for my two minutes or un¬ 
til Griffin asks Plakas - or, better 
yet, Attorney General Jennifer 
Granholm - to render an opinion 
on whether Councilman Griffin 
and Cox could retaliate against 
whistleblower Gibbons by voting 
not to re-appoint her or whether 
their apparent conflict of interest 
should have required them to ab¬ 
stain. 


Charter school wants, doesn’t need Canton’s blessing 


The Canton Planning Commis¬ 
sion has recommended against 
approval of the application for a 
charter school (K-8) by the for 
profit limited liability corpora¬ 
tion, Charter Development Com¬ 
pany. The company operates a 
network of twenty-two charter 
schools in Michigan and North 
Carolina under the name of Na¬ 
tional Heritage Academies. 

The site rejected by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission is the second at¬ 
tempt by the company to locate a 
school in Canton. An earlier site 
was rejected by the city. 

The same company will be 
constructing and operating a sim¬ 
ilar school in the City of Romulus. 
As in Canton, the Romulus Plan¬ 



ning Commission, by a five to two 
vote (with two abstentions), rec¬ 
ommended against approval. 

However the City Council dis¬ 
missed the application on the 
grounds that city zoning require¬ 
ments could not be enforced 
against public schools, including 
charter schools which are consid¬ 
ered public schools under state 
law. 

The action was based on a 


written opinion by the City Attor¬ 
ney who cited two 1999 court cas¬ 
es where Circuit Courts ruled that 
state law preempted local zoning 
ordinances. Appeals were denied 
by the State Appeals and 
Supreme Courts in one case (Flat 
Rock), thus upholding the lower 
court decisioa 

Public school districts general¬ 
ly oppose charier schools because 
they would siphon off basic grant 
funds for students from the dis¬ 
trict who enrolled at charter 
schools. 

Charter schools are subject to 
most of the same requirements 
that regular public schools must 
follow, although they do not pro¬ 
vide transportation for students to 


and from school. 

One of the claims made (in Ro¬ 
mulus) was that charter school 
students score significantly high¬ 
er on state MEAP tests. That 
claim may not endear the charter 
schools to some parents’ organiza¬ 
tions who claim the MEAP tests 
are aimed at indoctrinating stu¬ 
dents with politically correct atti¬ 
tudes rather than basic skills. The 
Dearborn School District recently 
announced it was revising its sci¬ 
ence curriculum in an attempt to 
raise the MEAP test scores. 

For whatever reason, the char¬ 
ter school company obviously 
wishes to have the endorsement

Dead Sea Scroll 
exhibit on display

Replicas of the ancient 
Dead Sea Scrolls - discovered 
back in 1947 - will be on dis¬ 
play today through Saturday at 
the Westland Michigan Stake 
Center of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints. 

The hours of the free dis¬ 
play are as follows: 6 to 9 p.m. 
today and tomorrow and from 
noon to 8 p.m. on Saturday.

Implants: Hope for Loose Dentures 

Question: My denture is quite loose and moves around when I talk 
and chew. I have had new ones made, but they still are not very good. 
Is there anything I can have done to improve them? 

Answer: This is a common problem among patients who wear complete dentures. 
Lower dentures especially have the problem of moving around and slipping when a 
patient talks or chews food. This is usually due to the fact that the bone ridge on the 
lower jaw will often resorb over time and become lower and lower. It can get to the 
point where there is little or no bone to support and retain the lower denture. 

There is a good solution. More and more, dentists are using implants to support and 
hold in dentures. In this column, I outline some of the basics of how implants work- 
titanium inserts are surgically placed in the bone, which join with the bone to serve as 
“roots.” In the case of a denture, the dentist may place two, three, or more implants 
and construct a denture which tightly fits on these anchors. 
The patient now has a set of teeth which don't move or fall 
out.
